1 . AT FONMIN DE LA PUENTE S SUGGESTION I HAD A SESSION 

WITH PROTOCOL CHIEF AMBASSADOR RAUL GUTIERREZ CONCERNING 
PLANS FOR MRS. CARTER'S VISIT TO PERU. OUR DISCUSSION 
FOLLOWED GENERALLY THE PRELIMINARY THINKING OF FONMIN 
AND MYSELF PRESENTED REFTEL WITH FOLLOWING SUGGESTED 
CHANGES AND ADDITIONAL IDEAS. 
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2. FOLLOWING JUNE 3 ARRIVAL, AIRPORT STATEMENT AND 

BRIEF PRESS INTERVIEW, MRS. CARTER AND PARTY WOULD PROCEED 
TO RESIDENCE AND/OR HOTEL TO FRESHEN UP. INSTEAD OF 
WORKING LUNCH AT RESIDENCE, MRS. CARTER, MRS. VANCE AND 
A FEW OTHERS WOULD MAKE 12:30 OR 1:00 P.M. CALL ON PRESIDENT 
MORALES BERMUDEZ, WHICH WOULD BE FOLLOWED BY LUNCH AT 
PRESIDENTIAL PALACE OFFERED BY MRS. MORALES BERMUDEZ. 
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SIGHTSEEING AND VISITS TO MUSEUMS WOULD FOLLOW LUNCH. 
FOLLOWING A LATE AFTERNOON OR EARLY EVENING REST PERIOD. 

THE TORRE TAGLE DINNER HOSTED BY FONMIN AND MRS. DE LA PUENTE 
WOULD TAKE PLACE AS PLANNED. THE PERU NEGRO FOLKLORE GROUP 
WOULD PERFORM TYPICAL COASTAL DANCES DURING OR FOLLOW- 
ING THE DINNER. 

3. THE SATURDAY, JUNE 4, TRIP TO CUZCO WOULD FOLLOW 

AN EARLY BREAKFAST IN LIMA AS MENTIONED REFTEL. AMBAS- 
SADOR GUTIERREZ STRONGLY RECOMMENDS USE OF HELICOPTER (S) 

TO AND FROM MACHU PICCHU TO AVOID TIRING FOUR TO SIX 
HOUR TRAIN TRIP EACH WAY. THE SCENERY CAN BE APPRECIATED 
FROM THE AIR AND ON THE GROUND AT BOTH ENDS. A SIMPLE 
LUNCH WOULD BE SERVED AT MACHU PICCHU SITE. SATURDAY 
EVENING DINNER IN CUZCO WOULD BE RELATIVELY INFORMAL, 

BUT WOULD PROVIDE OPPORTUNITY TO MEET CUZCO AUTHORITIES 
AS WELL AS SEE FOLKLORE DANCES OF ANDEAN REGION. 

4. SUNDAY PROGRAM WOULD BE LARGELY AS SUGGESTED REFTEL 
WITH RETURN TO LIMA AFTER INFORMAL SEMI-PRIVATE LUNCH 
AT HOTEL. SUNDAY EVENING DINNER FOR UP TO THRITY-TWO 
PEOPLE COULD BE OFFERED AT THE RESIDENCE BY MRS. CARTER 
AND US IN HONOR OF FONMIN AND MRS. DE LA PUENTE AND 
INCLUDE KEY FOREIGN OFFICE OFFICIALS AND OTHER PERUVIANS 
PARTICIPATING IN MRS. CARTER S PROGRAM IN PERU. 

5. THE FOREGING IS STILL TENTATIVE AND SUBJECT TO 

FURTHER INPUT BY DE LA PUENTE AND EXAMINATION BY PRESIDENT 
MORALES BERMUDEZ AND MRS. CARTER. WE AWAIT WASHINGTON

CALL ON PRESIDENT MORALES BERMUDEZ? AND IN LUNCH CONTEM- 
PLATED AT PALACE? 
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D) HOW MANY AT FOREIGN MINISTER'S DINNER (WHICH WILL 
BE MUCH LARGER AFFAIR)? 

E) HOW MANY WILL EXPECT TO MAKE HELICOPTER TRIP TO 
MACHU PICCHU (ASSUMING THAT MEANS OF TRANSPORTATION IS 
SELECTED)? 

F) WILL THERE BE SPACE ON MRS. CARTER'S PLANE FOR 

FROM THREE TO FIVE PEOPLE TO ACCOMPANY HER ON THE LIMA- 
CUZCO LEG OF THE VISIT? 

G) WILL MRS. CARTER OPT FOR SUNDAY NIGHT DINNER
